The faueial of the late Alexander C. 


Cornraan, whose death from dropsy, al 
the age of 53 years and live months, oc- 
curred on Friday evening, Jan. 19th, took 
place from the First Presbyterian church 
on Sunday a ternoon at three o'clock, m 
the presence of an assemblage o£ Mtisons, 
firemen, and sympathizing friends, which 
filled the audience room. The members 
of Beaumanoir Commandery No. 
0, 


Knights Templar, and the Blue Lodge 
Masons wore their uniforms and regalia— 
these organizations with the fire depart- 
ment escaiting tho remains from the fam- 
ily residence to the church. Tho memo- 
rial services were conducted by the paj- 
tor, Rev. W. H. Pros t ley, whoso remarks

hymns by the church ehoir and the rend- 
ing of the 103d Psalm and tha fifth chap- 
ter of Second Corinthians. 
The text of

nor all of death to die" was dwelt upon

Evidence for fie People— Judge smith's 


Delayed Arrival. 


From Mmdatfs Datlu. 


The trial of the Dr. Wheeler murder 


case wp.9 resumed to-day, with the usual 
large 
number of spectators present. 


Judge Smith had intended to hold an 
eitra session Saturday night, but nt the 
adjournment hour that evening it was 
discovered that the supply of gas was 
rather weak and unsatisfactory, and there- 
fore it was" determined to adjourn until 
to-day. 


Saturday afternoon W. H. Slater testi- 


fied that he had known Stella Risley be- 
fore her death, and had read a letter 
about the fourth day of Feb. 1882, she 
hud shown him, Did not know the name 
signed to the letter, if any, and did not 
Imow the handwriting. At that time the 
witness did know Dr. Wheeler. 


Dr. R L. Wnlston, who with Dr. S. J. 


Biimatcad, held the post mortem examin- 
ation of the deceased, testified as to the 
result ot the examinations before aud af- 
ter the burial. The examination was 
made in the presence of Dr. Wheeler. 
Here followed n professional description 
o! the operation, terminating in the al- 
leged discovery of criminal treatment of 
tho deceased by some one, arid that an 
instrument was used. The examination 
in chief was made by Mr. Johns and the 
cross-examination, which was unfinished 
Saturday evening, by Mr. Buckingham, 


NO OOUBT TIIIS FOKEKOON, 


It was expected that Judge Smith would 


arrive in the city from Champaign on the 
early train and open court nt 8:30 o'clock, 
but owing to the fact that nil the west- 
bound trains were delayed until after 11 
o'clock, the Judge could not reach the 
city until noon. The court room was 
partly filled with interested parties nearly 
all forenoon— the defendant nnd his fam- 
ily among the number. 


Court convened this afternoon, when 


without delay the croas-cxnmiuation of 
Dr Wnlston was resumed. 


The Judge has gjveu no decision ns to 


the admissibility of Mrs. Terhnne's testi- 
mony, which was objected to by the de- 


From Tuesday's DaUy. 


During yesterday afternoon Dr. Wai- 


ston's croes-examination was concluded 
and Dr. S. J. Bumstead testified at length 
as to the post-mortem examination ot the 
body of Estella Risley. 


JUDGE surra's DECISION. 


After the conclusion of tho cross-exam- 


ination of Dr. Bumstead this morning, 
the People desired to submit the testi- 
mony o° Mrs. Terhune to the jury. And 
thereupon Judge Smith gave hia decision 
upon the admissability of tho evidence 
which was objected to on Friday by the 
counsel for the defendant. The Judge 
cited a number of authorities and com- 
ments of higher couils bearing on the 
points, aud gave it ns hia best judgment, 
atter examining carefully all the books 
afluctiug the point, of which ho had any 
knowledge, that tho evidence should go 
to the jury as 


STELLA'S DYING STATEMENT. 


The jury then resumed their chairs in 


the box and Mrs. Terhnne was placed on 
the witness stand. The lady is a daughter 
of A. T. Risley and n sister of tho deceased. 
The direct examination was conducted by 
Hugh Crea, and each question he put to 
the witness was objected to by the de- 
fendant's counsel. Below is the sub- 
stance of Mrs. Terhune's testimony which 
goes to the jury as Miss Risley's dying 
statement, and is admitted as competent 
evidence : 


Between one nnd two o'clock on the 


afternoon preceding the evening that 
Stella died, she stated to witness that she 
would be a corpse by 8 o'clock ; that Dr. 
Wheeler had used that instrument again 
that morning and caused her great pain ; 
that if she had known what she had to 
suffer she would never have listened to 
Dr, Wheeler ; that Wheeler had given 
her ether that morning ; that she felt all 
torn to pieces, and could shoot down 
Wheeler as she would a cur dog. 
The 


\\itucse uKo tcbt.fied that Stella was to 
all appeal imces in her right mind at tl e 
time above stated, but she was in great 
agony. 


Before the cross-examination was com- 


menced Mr. Buckingham offered a mo- 
tion that the evidence just given be ex- 
cluded from the jury. The motion was 
instantly overruled and the defendant's 
counsel proceeded to interrogate the wit- 
ness with special reference to the time of 
the above given conversation and the 
condition of the deceased. 


Upon the reassembling of court this 


afternoon the People placed Dr. Ira N. 
Barnes on , the stand, who gave expert 
testimony. He is being cross-examined 
by Judge Noison as we go to press. 


Mr. Orea was unable to appear in court 


this afternoon, being afflicted with bron- 
chitis. His place at the side of the State's 
Attorney is occupied by Mr. C. A. Ewing. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


During yesterday afternoon Dr. Cass 


Chenoweth gave expert testimony for the 
People in the Dr. James D. Wheeler mur- 
der trial. Hia cross-examination was con- 
eluded at the hour of adjournment, and 
this, morning Dr. Josiah Brown testified 


professionally until five minutes of eleven 
o'clock. 


After Dr. Brown had left the stand Mr. 


Johns asked that tho instrument alleged 
to have been used and the soiled skirt 
that had been taken ofi' by Miss Risley 
on the 2Cth of September, the day she 
was taken sick, bo allowed to go to tho 
jury. The defense objected, but Judge 
Smith permitted the articles to go to the 
jury, nud they were placed iu charge of 
the sheriff for safe keeping. 


The People here rested their case. 


TUB DEFENSE. 


After a brief delay Mr. Zfnk, of counsel 


for tho defendant, called the names of 37 
witnesses for the defense, and n large 
number being present (hey, with the de- 
fendant, were sworn by Clerk McClelluu. 


The first witness culled to the stand was 


Richard O'Baunon, a Litchfield merchant, 
aged 75, who testified that he had known 
the defendant intimately for many years, 
nud never heard his reputation for truth, 
cluistity nnd morality brought iu ques- 
tion. He knew Wheeler'a reputation to 
be good. Had known him since 1SGI. 
Never heard of a word to the effect that 
Wheeler had been in any trouble either 
nt Raymond or Zanesville, 111. Never 
heard of his reputation as a physician or 
citizen brought in question. 


Squire Kesbiuger, merchant and post- 


master of Raymond, III., testified that he 
has lived at Raymond seven years, and 
had foimerly resided at Litchfield for 20 
years. 
Had known Dr. Wheeler since 


1KGO, when he lived at Zanpsville. Knew 
his friends nnd neighbors. 
Was intimate- 


ly acquainted with Wheeler at Raymond 
up to the time of hia removal to Decatur 
iu 1881. Know his general reputation 
for virtue and chastity to be good, and 
that he was a good, law-abiding citizen. 
His reputation as n skillful and upright 
practitioner was good. Had known de- 
fendant us a general practicing physician 
since IStiO. 


A number of other witnesses from 


Montgomery and Macoupiu counties, to 
prove the good reputation oC the defend- 
ant, were examined. Peter Sells, Fred. 
Jones, John McDonald, and a number of 
other persona residing in Decatur, will he 
introduced by the defense with a view, 
doubtless, of impeaching Fred. Stommel.

purely u ttural and physiological con 
ditioQ for which there is a good 
raison d'etre. 
Fainting from loss of 


blood is nature's remedy for the 
bleeding. 
Tho heart's action is low- 


ered; the blood withdrawn from the 
Hxtrometms (where, presumably, the 
hloediug is going ou) into tho larger 
central vessels; tho patient lies mo- 
tionless; there are no struggles to 
force Iho blood out of fie wonnd; 
there is no pain felt. 
In a case ot 


fainting, 
therefore, 
from 
loss of 


blood, simply lay tho patient on tho 
back—a little turuod to oue sido— 
with tho head low and the wound in 
a position favor,iblu to tho doctor's 
manipulation; loosen all fastenings 
and buttons about the throat, and 
tht'Q await 
tho doctor's 
arrival. 


Don't try to bring the patient around 
by deluging him with water. Above 
ill give him no brandy unless b\ 
the doctor'*! orders. 
Jjrnudy 
will 


end tho faintrioss quickly enough 
but it will atait the heart at double- 
quick timo and send the blood surg- 
ing through tho peripheral artonos, 
jreaking down and washing away 
any protective plugs of clot with 
which tho vis medicatrix has proba 
t>ly begun to closo the wounded ves- 
sels. 
In cases of fainting from shock 


or from pain tho patient should be 
placed in an easy, recumbent posi 
lion, with the head low and thu throat 
freo from pressure.

or ammonia applied to the nostrils.

"Antiquity of Man." 
| 


G. de Mortillet, who is tho bestj 


inforu ed man in France on all ques- 
tion= lelating to piehistorij man, has 
just published an interesting volume, 
"Le 
Prehistonque 
Antiquite de 


rHommc'." ou that subject. The book 
is acknowledged by u very cooservu- 
tivu geologist as a lucid resume of 
our knowledge ou the question so 
successfully raised by Boucher de 
Perthes. and which has so deeply 
agitated tbo world for the past twen- 
ty-live yein^. 


The oldest proof of the existence 


of man is found, according to De.Mor- 
tillot, in the shape of flint implements 
discovered in the miocene beds of 
Thenay, France. 
Those implements 


were not the work of man, but that 
of a kind of monkey, a precursor of 
man. 
De Mortillet thinks there were 


three species of them, however, no 
remains of such beings havo been 
discovered yet. 
TUB author closes 


his book \slith tho following conclu- 
sions: 


1. During the tertiary there lived 


a being intelligent enough to make 
lire and manufacture stone imple- 
ments 
2. That creature was not) et 


man. It was an ancestral form which 
he calls anthropopithecus 
3. M in 


appeared in Europe at the beginning 
of tho quaternary period, at least 
230,000 to 240,000 years ago. 4 Our 
hrat human typo was that illustrated 
by the neanderthal skull. That es- 
sentially autocbthon type was slowly 
modified aud developed during the 
quarternary and became tho Uros- 
SIngnon type. 
5. His industry, very 


crude at the start, has regularly and 
progressively developed without any 
jerks, which proves that tho progress 
was local, without the stimulus of 
foreign invasion or propagandisrn.— 
0. The quratoruary man,essentially a 
usher aud a hunter, had no knowl- 
edge of agriculture and no domestic 
animals. 
7. lie lived in peace with- 


out any religious notions. 8. Toward 
the oud of tho quartornary he had 
achieved some artibtic taste. 9. Thou 
came invasions from tho easl, which 
greatly modified tho population of 
western .Europe. 
They introduced 


mostly brachycephaloub types. Then 
tho pure dulicho cophalous race was 
replaced by numerous mixed races. 
10. Industry and trade wore al&o 
deeply moclilied. 
Hehgiosity, the 


domestication of animiild, and agri- 
culture were introduced into western 
Europe. 
11. That hrst invasion oc-

The rubber 
boots and tho man inside of them, 
funned a largo Leydeu jar, whoso 
discharge was \er_y severe, especially 
lo a pcraon expecting nothing of the 
kind.

At this 
time there is very little good grain 
land ever before cultivated that is 
not sowed to wheat and other grain 
crops, with the addition of much 
EOW soil; and the farmer can now 
rest on his oars aud 'let nature take 
its course.' 
Nothing but a flood or 


drouth can injure his crops now, and 
tho^eare of such rare occurrence that 
he does not run much risk."

THE MUBDEB 


The Gist of the Testimony up to Noon 


To-day. 


Fran Thursday's Daily. 


There is the usual large crowd of spec- 


tators in the circuit court room to-day to 
•hear additional testimony in the case of 
The People against Dr. J. D. Wheeler. 


In his opening statement on yesterday 


afternoon, Judge Nelson, on behalf of the 
defend >::t, said thut the evidence would 
show that Dr. Wheeler was not guilty of 
the murder of Estellu Ilisley ; that no 
abortion was performed because the 
young •woman was not t'ticiente; and 
that the accused was innocent of the crime 
charged against him. 


The first witness who testified was Ab- 


diel T. Risley, father of the dead girl 
He has lived in Decatur since 1837 ; had 
known Wheeler for about 18 months; he 
took Estella to Wheeler's ollice in June 
last to secure treatment for her for nusal 
catarrh ; found Estella quite sick at home 
on Sept. 2Gth ; seemed to be in great paiu; 
saw Wheeler the next day ; he said Estel- 
la was troubled with iuflamrnntion of 
stomach aud bowels. Wheeler treated 
her. She died on October 10th. Witness 
smd that Dr. Wheeler advised iiguiust 
holding a po»t mortem examination, but 
the examination was held 4'.! houis after 
Estella's death, by Drs. Wulstou nud 
Bumstoad, in the presence of Wheeler, 
the witness, his two sons and .Mr. Loriug. 
The witness spoke of two letters that 
Wheeler said he had in his posscobiou, 
but ho had not seen th-jm. The witness 
was questioned by ilr. Johns and ciosis- 
examined closely by Mr. Buckingham, 


one, of tlin counsel for the defence. 
On 


the cross-ex, imiuciliou witness testified 
that the undertaker assisted iu caring for 
tho body on the evening oi' the death of 
Estella. 


This morning Mrs. George V. Loring, 


sister of the defeated, was the first witness 
placed upon the stand 
She attended her 


sister duniiir her illness and told about 
her paius and trealmuut so far as elie 
knew. The substauc'o of her testimony 
was given iu these columns after the in- 
quest way held. Oi) the eioss exitiuinLi- 
tion the wilnpssand Mr. Buckingham had 
tunny ah'irp word?. 


Tue next witntSM was P. 0. 'Damm, who 


was emphned at Korsmjer & O'Neill's 
gunsmith shop hist September. Lie sta- 
led that he niridri a peculiar-looking in- 
strument to order for Dr. Wheeler and 
delivered it to the doctor on the 20th duy 
of September. The instrument in pos- 
session of tho prosecution was identiiieu 
by the witness as the one he-made. This 
instrument was found in the ollice of the 
prisoner after his arrest. 


Mrs. Henry Stafford was called by the 


People. 
She was asked a question, aud 


on the defense entering an objection, 
Judge Smith ordered the jury to retire. 
After the jury hud retired, the witness 
slated that on the third of October, seven 
dajs before the death, she had called on 
Estella and hud a talk with her. 
Estella 


told witness that she couldn't live and 
would die soon; that shedi.lu't wuut to 
live, because a girl withoutehar.icter had 
nothing to live for. Witness eluded Es- 
telhi uud told hcrshe was young and thut 
'here was a bright future before her. 
Wituts«saw the girl the next day and tho 
wus then iu the sumo frame of mind. The 
objection of eonu&el for the defense to 
this testimony was that under the law it 
could not be admitted as a dying declar- 
ation und that therefore it wus incompe- 
tent. Mr. Johns stated thut it waa offered 
to show the physical condition of the de- 
ceased. Judge Smith, after hearing some 
luw points, suggested by Mr. Bucking- 
ham, decided not to admit the testimony 
of Mrs. Stafford, and she retired. 


P. W. Willis, a brother-in-law of the 


deceased, testified to a personal knowl- 
edge of the painful illness of Estella; that 
he was with her at her home and talked 
with her. She had asked him to shoot 
her to put her out of her misery. On the 
day that Estella died witness said he had 
a conversation with the doctor, in the 
course of which the latter eaid he had 
used an instrument upon Estella, but thut 
she would get better soon. 


Tt is probable that about ten days or 


two weeks' time will be consumed in hear- 
ing the testimony of witnesses and argu- 
ments of counsel. The testimony of the 
many resident physicinns and those from 
a distance is yet to be heard. 


Sabsiance of the Testimony for the Pros- 


ecution— A Crowded Court Room. 


So great is the interest in the ease of 


]Jr. James D. Wheeler, on trial in the 
circuit court before Judge Smith and a 
jury, that it draws like a circus, every 
-cut in the court room being occupied by 
attentive listeners from the opening until 
the adjournment hours noon and evening. 
About the defendant are seated his wife 
und daughter and a large number of 
physicians and others summoned from a 
distance to -testify on behalf of the de- 
fendant. 


James Kecfe, for the people, testified 


that en the 26th of September, the day 
that Estellu Risley was taken sick, he saw 
her come out of the stairway leading to 
Wheeler's office; that she was to all ap- 
pearances iu great bodily paiu; and that 
n man resembling the defendant led her 
to a buggy near the edge of the pave- 
ment Ho also testified to having seen 
instruments that were found in defend- 
ant's office the night of his arreat. 


Mrs. Alice Risley, sister-in-law of the 


deceased, testified at great length, detail- 
ing the suffering of the deceased. Stella 
was taken seriously ill on Sept. 26th. 


Wheeler told witness she had congestion 
of the lungs and bowels; was at house 
when Wheeler culled to see deceased. He 
would not permit anyone to remain in 
the room when he was there. On Sept. 
28th heard Stella say she would rather 
die than have another operation per- 
formed. Saw instrument iu Stella's room 
on the 28th, and identified the one shown 
her by counsel. Witness at request of 
Stella got some letters out of n drawer 
aud handed them to Wheeler, deceased 
saying to the doctor as he received them, 
"Tuke and keep them, doctor, you know 
whut they are." 
Tho doctor placed the 


letters in his pocket. 
The cross-examin- 


tion wus conducted by Judge Nelson, 
who got witness to describe minutely the 
condition ot deeeuEed during her il'nebs. 
For nearly three years previous to Sept. 
26, witness said Stella complained of 
cramps and severe pains in her bowels. 


Miss Nellie Murphy, who resides near 


the dwelling of the Kisley family, and 
was wKll acquainted with Stella, testified 
to having seen her aud Dr. Wheeler to- 
gether on East North street one evening 
about six weeks before the death of the 
deceased, 


Fred. Stommel testified that he had 


known 'Stella smco May, 187G, K'iew Dr 
Wheeler. In Feb., '1882, first saw Stella 
visit Wheeler's ollice, and once u week 
afterward until in March. Saw her visit 
the oillce often subsequently during the 
spring und snmmpr. About the 10th of 
March Stella showed me u letter with » 
name signed to it. She carried the lettei 
iu her hand as HUG came from Wheeler's 
ollice. 
Stella destroyed the letter, and 


witness dictated u icply to it, which he 
delivered, at Wheeler's office. 
Had seen 


deceased and Wheeler together on several 
occasions on the street. Saw Stella come 
out of Wheeler's oflicc between August 
19 and Sept, 20. Saw Stella, in apparent 
good health, on the sticets on Sept. 2Cth, 
aud wont to the posto'h'ce with her, where 
we separated. A short time afterward 
saw her crossing from Dr. Brown's ollice. 
This wim about fifteen minutes after 9 u. 
m. Saw her go into Dr. Wheeler's ofliee. 
Saw her come out of tho ofliee. 
Saw 


Wheeler go to Dr. Chirk and say some- 
thing to him. He soon after got iuto Dr. 
C'huk'o buggy and drove to Hace's bloic. 
lie hitched the horse. When Stella came, 
out oC the uullwMy lending to his office, 
sho had her handkerchief to her face. 
She staggered nud was helped in'o the 
boggy by Dr. Wheeler and was driven 
tovvaida her home by him. The witness 
met her ou the crossing near Millihiu's, 
She seemed to bo in good health. 
She 


was apparently in good health when the 
went into Dr. Wheeler's ollice. Sho was 
in the ofiica about an hour. 


The cross-examination of Fred Stommel 


waa commenced this forenoon by Mr. 
Buckingham, who questioned witness 
closely about his connection with the de- 
ceased and the ntimbcr of times and pla- 
ces he had seen Stella on tho streets und 
in company with Wheeler. 
The cross- 


cxamiuulion, which was very tedious, coo- 
tinned until tho noon hour, when court 
adjourned. 
This afternoon the cross-ex- 


amination of Mr. Stommel was resumed. 


Dr. Josiab, Brown wus culled to the 


stand at 2:30 p. m. nud was questioned us 
to the visits of Stella to his oiliee.

PUItlHHS TOIXTS OI1 SPJ!CI\L INTJSKEST IN 


THE WnEELEP. CASE. 


This isthetbird day of the presentation 


of testimony by the People in the Dr. 
Wheeler murder ease, and us was the case 
ou Thursday und Friday, the court room 
is filled with interested spectators. On 
yesterday afternoon before Fred Stommel 
was allowed to retire, the defense put a 
number of questions to him that hud been 
written down. They related to alleged con- 
versations witness had with parties about 
the case since the arrest of Wheeler. The 
witness denied all the statements said to 
have been made by him. The object of 
the defense in putting these written ques- 
tions to witness was doubtless to lay foun- 
dation for impeachment. 


Dr. Brown testified that Miss Risley 


was in his office on Sept. 26th to procure 
n prescription for her sister, Mrs. Lioring. 
She appeared to be in good health at the 
time. Miss Eisley was in the office ten 
minutes and left with the prescription 
witness gave her. Witness never treated 
Miss Risley for any disease. 


Frank Swurtz testified that he wu<j per- 


sonally acquainted with Stommel and 
knew Miss Risley and Wheeler by sight. 
While in company with Stommel ou one 
occasion witness saw Wheeler and Miss 
Risley como out of Wheeler's office. 


Henry Smith, druggist, testified that 


on Sept. 23, soon after 9 a. m., a 
young womun,'whon) he supposed was 
Miss Risley, came to his store with a pre- 
scription from Dr. Brown, which he filled. 
Deceased did not take it away with her. 
Two or three days ufter the prescription 
was filled Mr. Liriug called for it Them 
was nothing in the mediciuo prepared to 
harm anyone. 


Miss Nellie Terhnne knew of the illnpss 


of Miss Risley aud described her suffer- 
ing after Sept, 2uth. Also told about Bee- 
ing Wheeler and deceased together on the 
street about four weeks before Stella died, 
and gave testimony about medicine that 
deceased had taken, 


Mrs. Gertrude Terhune, sister-in-law of 


the deceased, remembered that Miss Ris- 
ley was taken ill last on Sept. 2C. Stella 
was in apparent good health that morn- 
ing. She • weot up town aud returned 
home in the afternoon. Dr. Wheeler was 
there. Stella was in gieat pain. 
Wit- 


ness described the condition and treat- 
ment of Stella after Sept. 26th up to the 
time of her death on Oct. 10. Dr. Sparks 


waa called in on the evening of the 10th, 
and five minutes after he came Stella 
died. 


The witness was asked to detail a con- 


versation she had had with Stella on the 
afternoon that she died. The counsel for 
the defendant objected. 
The jury retired. 


The witness then stated that Stella told 
her on the afternoon preceding her death 
that she felt badly injured by an in- 
strument 
Dr. 
Wheeler 
bad 
used 


aud that she could shoot him dowu like a 
cur dog; that at another time Stella told 
her she had been given ether by Wheeler 
and that she would never have listened to 
Wheeler hud she known what she wus to 
suffer.

visited Miss Risley on the evening o£ Oct. 
10th, u few minutes before she died. 


Henry Rice, colored, testified thut he 


was iu the employ of tho defendant dur- 
ing tha summer of 1882. Wituess testi- 
fied to having visited Risley's house ou 
tno occasions. Tho first tiiua was when 
Miss llisley wns taken ill, when ho drove 
Dr, Wheeler to the house in a buggy. The 
second time was when he took medicine 
there ut the request of Whcelnr.

The Champaign Gazette of thifl week 


contains the following of opecinl interest 
to our merchants und citizens generally: 
"A meeting of the stock-holders ot the 
Champaign Sugar aud Glucose company 
was held on Tuesday evening of last 
week. The commissioners reported that 
the capital stock, 850,000, had been sub- 
scribed, and the books were closed. The 
company is now in u condition to make 
the necessary improvements upon uud 
additions to its buildings and machinery, 
und the business will be conducted next 
year on a more extensive scale than lust 
year. This enterprise is one in which not 
only every citizen of Champaign county 
is, or should be interested, but it also 
commands the attention of the people of 
the whole country.

Some of the largest city papers are 


attempting to create an alarm by pre- 
dicting a money panic in the imme- 
diate future, and in proof of the 
probabilities point to the increasing 
number of business failures, and to 
the large falling off in the volume of 
traffic as indicated by tho reduced 
clearances batween banks at the 
principal centers. 


We are inclined to the belief that 


these editors in the large cities are 
too much under the influence of the 
brokers and dealers in grain and 
stocks. Dealings in the latter have 
most wonderfully fallen off of late, 
and it is mainly these losses which 
make the largest showing in the 
bank reports of the large cities. 
There aro bhown to be at least one 
hundred millions of dollars less pass 
ing between tho banks of NHW York 
city than at the period correspond- 
ing in January of last year, and this 
reduction is mostly owing to the fall- 
ing off in the dealings of tho stock 
gamblers. 
This loss is a public gain 


and is a symptom oC returning 
health. 
We cannot always bo on 


the up grade of railroad prosperity, 
and we aro now seeing a lull iu tur 
excitement of railroad building, ami 
tho construction of new roads rnuhl 
call a halt to wait for tho country to 
develop and catch up with the rail- 
road systems, and this is about all 
there is in tho railroad racket. 


The failures of business uion are 


owing mainly to tbo rapid expansion 
of ci'otlit which has beon going on 
for tho past three years, and which 
has boon gradually filling the chan- 
nels o£ trade with men of no capital. 
As a matter of course, many of these 
weak dealers havo made blunders in 
management or have lived too ex- 
travagantly, and some of th^m must 
fail. 
Added to thoso there may bo 


older merchants who havo been un- 
fortunate, and whose failures go to 
swell tho list. 


But wo insist that all tho logiti- 


mato business interests of tho nation 
aro on a healthy basis. 
Farming is 


proh'tablo everywhere, south as well 
as north, and the farmers aro buying 
immensely from the merchants and 
manufacturers. 
The latter aro en- 


larging their 
factories on a scale 


novor beforo known, and new manu- 
factjries are rapidly being ooustrnet- 
od, south as woil as north, everybody 
but tho stock gamblers being con- 
vinced that business is on a sound 
and healthy foundation. 


We believe that beforo wo can be 


dangerously threatened with a money 
panic, we shall see a period of de- 
mand for monoy at a high rate of in- 
terest, and that whon our business 
men shall havo been paying this high 
interest for a time; whon our farmers 
shall have baon compelled to take 
low pricos for small crops, and when 
thoro may have been some bad man- 
agement of the currency, there will 
ba a possibility of such a shock to 
tho business interests of tho nation 
that we may ba all in common dan- 
ger. 


As tho currency stands at present, 


and as business now looks, we do not 
believe there is any serious trouble 
to be apprehended by those who are 
free from heavy debts; these who are 
doing business on sound business 
principles; those who are not loaded 
down with unprofitable mining stock 
or other non-paying property, or 
thoso who resist all temptations to 
bet against tho prices of grain or 
stocks. 
Times aro good for all who 


are level headed. 


David Davis' Retirement 


St. Paul Pioneer Picas, Sep. 


Tho retirement of Senator Davis, 


of Illinois, from the national legisla- 
ture is not only a proof that the peo- 
ple are not yet sufficiently ready to 
appreciate and reward the merit of 
a strictly independent politician, but 
it is also a positive loss to the coun- 
try. 
It seemed to need the peculiar 


condition of an equal balance of par- 
ties to bring out the abilities of Mr. 
Davis to assume an attitude of abso 
lute impartiality. In the first part 
of his senatorial term ho was op- 
pressed, 
apparently, by an undue 


sense of the fact that his election was 
compassed by the aid of democratic 
votes, and his idea of independence 
became, accordingly, to act with the 
minority on every important ques- 
tion.

In tho larvm state 
it exists as a white worm that lives 
on tho roots of corn. 
It is most 


destructive on old ground, and the 
remedy is to cultivate the land with 
other crops, and thus deprive the 
wretch for a year of bis accustomed 
food.

as if it were fired from the heat and 
drouth, tho real mischief is done by 
this insect. 
The beetle, when per- 


fect, lays his eggs on the ground,and

Treasurer Polk, of Tennessee, fooled 
the legislative committee that was 
sent to examine his accounts, is thus 
related by a correspondent: 


When the legislative committee 


examined his books in April, 1882, 
Folk's deficit was $210,520. 
Checks 


to the amount of $50,0(JO on various 
State depositories were deposited by 
Polk in the First National Bank of 
Nashville, and the bank was asked to 
delay tha presentation of them for a 
short time. 
While doing as request- 


ed, tho bank declined to credit him 
on the books. 
The credits were en- 


tered by Polk on his books, and the 
committee thought all waa right, and 
so reported. 
Although 
the First 


National Bank of Nashville refused 
to assist him as wished, the Nashville 
Savings Bank gave him a false credit 
of $33,079.75, the credit appearing 
on Folk's books, and on those of the 
bank. 
Pal&o credit for $37,550 was 


given him at the Merchants' National 
Bank, of Nashville, as the books 
showed. 
False credit for $30,000 


was given 
on the books of the 


Mechanics' National Bank, of Knox- 
ville, and for $ 15,000 on tho books 
of tho Biink of Oolitmbiu. 
These 


banks are state depositories. 
The 


legislative committee passed upon 
his accounts and said they were cor 
rect. 
A statement was made to the 


committee by tho President of the 
Merchants' National Bank, to the 
affect that tho checks which were tj 
be held over for a few days wero 
given to the bank by Polk. 
The 


oilicers of tho bank thought every- 
thing was right and held the chocks. 


It looks as if those banks officers 


were iu league with Folk to swindle 
tho people. 


PREPARATIONS are now being made 


for a strictly foreign exhibition at 
Boston, beginning the 1st of July 
next and continuing six mouths. The 
first idea was to hold a World's Fair 
iu 1885, but that was given up.

Frigfetful Marine Disas- 


ter, in which Nearly 


400 Lives were 


Lost. 


KBW YORK, Jan. 20.—The steamer 


"Oimbria, from Hamburg for New 
fork, was sunk by a collision in tho 
•German Ocean. 


Knnhardt & Co., agents of 'the 


Hamburg American 
Steam 
Packet 


Company,state that they received this 
afternoon a cable di»patch from 
Hamburg, informing them that the 
steamer Sultan,which arrived at Ham- 
burg last night, had bsen in collision 
in tho German Ocean, off Barkum, in 
a dense fog, with an unknown steam- 
er, Bnppoeed to be theCimbna, which 
sailed from Hamburg the 37th for 
Havre aod New YorK. This evening 
Messrs. Kunhardt & Co. received a 
•eeond dispatch, conveying tho fol- 
lowing intelligence " -The Cimbria 
was sunk Friday morning, 12 miles 
•onthwest of Burkum, by the British 
steamer Sulttin. 
She sunk 15 min- 


»te« after tho collision. Thirty-nine 
persona landed at Cuxhavon this eve- 
aing. The other boats are still out. 
•Our Bteaniors Bavaria nnd Hansa 
and several tugs leave immediately 
in search of the other boats. 


HAMDDRO, Jim. 21.—Tho Cimbria 


unstained such severe iujurii s in the 
••ollibion that it at once became ap- 
parent that she must sink almost im- 
mediately. 
Tho officers 
therefore 


did all in their power to save lives. 
Without a moment's loss of time life 
belts were distributed among the 
passengers, and the order given to 
lower boats. 
This, however, in con- 


sequence of tho vessel's keeling over 
cm her side, was found to be very 
difficult on one side and absolutely 
impossible on the other. 
As the sec 


ond officer was still engaged in cut 
ting spars loose so there should be 
as much drift-wood as possible for 
tho people to cling to when the in- 
evitable foundering should occur, the 
vessel went down under his feet. Ho 
seized a spar, but as several other 
persons clung to it, he was obliged 
to let go. He swam to a boat. 
The 


boat was subsequently picked up by 
the Theta. The second officer steered 
the Theta to Cuxhnven.

other persons have been saved by 
the steamer Diamant, fioru the We- 
Her light house, making fifty-six thus 
far known to be rescued.

Murder of Her Three 


Children by a Mil- 


waukee Woman 


Ac other Hailroad Disaster. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis, Jan. 23.—"A 


woman has murdered her three little 
-nrJs," was a telephone message ro 
jeived at the police headquarters in 
this city shortly before noon to-day. 
At a quarter after 12 the patrol 
wagon returned, bringing a Polack 
woman named Lena Chewanik, living 
at 400 bixth slreet 
Her hands were 


smeared with blood, and the front of 
aer dress was dyed in gore. A Satanic 
smile played about her mouth, and 
aw whole appearance was that of an 
nsane person. 
She was fair-haired, 


young, and her features were not 
repulsive. 
She is about 5 feet three 


inches high. Over her head was a 
bed quilt, and when she had been 
placed before the fire in the woman's 
ward, she told a part of her story in 
broken German. She stated that her 
husband, John Chewanik, was em- 
ployed at the Milwaukee Bridge 
Company's Works, and the patrol 
wagon was accordingly dispatched 
for him. The children, she said, 


•re all girls, aged respectively 3J 


years, 1 year and 8 months, and four 
mouths old. When asked how she 
murdered them, she said she stubbed 
one in the breast and another in the 
shoulder. They cried but little, as 
she made quick work of the butche- 
ry. 
She smiled as she pronounced 


tLe last words. 
The woman used n 


draw bhave and two small carving 
liiiivps 
With tho former she shaved 


the flesh off the children's bodies,and 
uith the latter she stabbed and dis- 
embowled them. 
While their bodies 


were shockingly mnltilated, the heads 
were untouched. When asked what 
had caused her to do so fearful a 
deed, she replied. "I read it in the 
book." Her insanity is ill the relig- 
ious form, and sho thinks she has 
made a great sacrifice. 
She kept 


smoothing back her hair with her 
bloody hands, and looked at the 
crimson stains and smiled. Her eyes 
hud a wild look. 
Tho sight was so 


tcriible that the officers turned away 
sick at heart. 


WHEELING, W. Va , Jan. 23.—A 


special from Rejser, W. Va., says: 
One of tho most terrible and fatal 
railroad accidents that ever occurred 
m this part of the country happened 
on the George's Creek & Cumberland 
railroad, running from Cumberland 
to Danoeouing, to-day. 
Three coal 


trains, consisting of three locomo- 
tives, twenty-two hoppers and sevt-n- 
teon gondolas, all loadrd, started 
from Cumberland all coupled togntli- 
rr, about two o'clock this altrrnoon, 
In going down ouo of the grades, 10 
miles from Cumberland, tho tnmi 
started down a steep incline at a fear- 
ful rate 
It kept tho track nntil it 


came upon a trestle woik having a 
reverse curve 
Tho front engine 


then flew the track, dragging all 
the men, 09 cars and the locomotives 
after it, rolling and tumbling down 
a steep hill between 80 and 100 feel 
high onto the tracks of the Eekhart 
branch of tho Cumberland & Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 
The loss of life is 


fearful; seven dead bodies have been 
takee from the wreck and more are 
missing. 


Each train consisted of a conduc 


tor, two brakemen, a fireman and an 
engineer, m all 15 human beings,not 
one of whom can be found alive to 
tell the tale. It is supposed that 
other bodies are either among the 
ruins or that they jumped to save 
their lives and are lying down the 
mountain somewhere, dead or badly 
hurt, and if exposed to a night like 
this will surely freeze to death.
